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THE MAILING DATE OF THIS COMMUNICATION. 
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1 . Claims 1 -5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1 , lines 10-11, it is not clear to what the 90 degrees refers. 

In claim 2, line 9, "rectangularly" should be -triangularly- and after "vertical leg" 
-that- should be inserted. 

Applicant clearly intended claim 5 to depend from another claim. For the 
purpose of this Office Action, it is assumed that claim 5 depends from claim 4, but 
correction is required. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Beck. 
Beck shows a bicycle with a front steerable wheel 10, seat 16, and rear pedal 

driven wheel 12. The bicycle includes a pivotalble sail attachment mounted above the 
rear wheel. The sail attachment includes a support 32 secured to the seat support 20 
and to the rear wheel dropout. A sail is mounted to the sail support by a vertical mast 
60 and horizontal boom 56. Ropes are provided for stabilizing and controlling the sail. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Couder. 
Couder shows a bicycle with a front steerable wheel, seat k, and rear pedal 

driven wheel. The bicycle includes a pivotable sail attachment mounted above the rear 
wheel. The sail attachment includes a support 32 secured to the seat support 20 and to 
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the rear wheel dropout. A sail is mounted to the sail support by a vertical mast c,c' and 
horizontal boom f. Ropes are provided for stabilizing and controlling the sail. 

5. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims and with corrections to the informalities indicated 
above. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Deal, Sorensen, and Shroeder show sails mounted behind the seat. 
Patteson shows a triangular sail on a bicycle. 

Lenz, Petit, Land, Zech, and Budge show triangular sails on wheeled vehicles.
